As  of  Aug.  31,  2012,  there  were  136  treatment  court  programs:  89  adult,  12  juvenile,  12  family, 
19  designated  DWI,  1  reintegration,  and  3  veterans  courts  serving  8  counties.  The  commission 
provided  funding  to  50  treatment  court  jurisdictions  that  include  131  treatment  court  programs.

As  of  Aug.  31,  2012,  there  were  3,594  individuals  participating  in  treatment  courts  as  measured 
by  a  count  of  cases.  The  adult  category  includes  reintegration,  veterans  and  adult  drug  courts 
unless  otherwise  noted. 
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Admissions 

There  were  255  admissions  to  treatment  courts  during  this  reporting  period  as  measured  by  a 
count  of  cases.  The  number  of  admissions  for  calendar  2012  is  1,81 1.  Re-entry  also  includes 
reintegration  case  types.
